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SAYS GERMANY. 
NEEDS DICTATOR 


Bernhard Warns the People 
Change Must Come Soon. 


W ar Situation Grave, Hertling 
Tells Reichstag. 


Deep Discontent of People is 
Causing Worry.

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 24—‘lIt is 

not merely a matter of overthrow- 
ing the Chancellor. That is a minor 
business. The principal is that the 
necessities of time in which we find 
ourselves force us without delay to 
undertake a change of our whole 


system. of government and this 
change must come quickly. Of 
course, the German empire could 


possibiy endure six months of fur- 


ther struggle on in the old way but 
what will happen after that time no 
one can tell today. 

Thus George Bernhard, the pollit- 
ical editor of the Vossische Zeitung 
in a mournful article on the situa- 
tion. He thinks this week will 
be al one in the history 
of the German empire and he utters 
a warning that it Is no use making 
the situation worse by quarreling 
about the great change. It must 
come and come quickly for “the an- 
swer of the Entente Powers to the 
Austrian note brings forward pos- 
sibilities which force us to give a 
broader foundation to the structure 
of the imperial government.” 

Bernhard would prefer “a dicta- 
tor whom the whole people could 
trust, but as such is not availiable. 
the people must take their destiny 
in their own hands and carry out 
their will through a chancellor who 
is in complete accord with the po- 
parties. 

Their war aims must de made 
clear and unmistakable, he goes on, 
and then he makes this interesting 
udmission: 

“We can only bring England and 
her allies to something Tike a desire 
for peace if we honestly decide to 
change thoroughly all those things 
which are now clearly demonstrated 
to be serious errors in the German 
policy.” 

HERTLING REASSURES. 
(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. .] 


LONDON, Sept. 24.—Count von 
Hertling, the German imperial 
Chancellor, addressing the Main 


Committee cf the Reichstag today 
declared that the public discontent 
in Germany was not justified by the 
military situation on the western 
front, according to a dispatch from| 
Nerlin. 

The Chancellor opened with the 
promise to meet the desire of the 
Reichstag for information, as far as 
possible. He proceeded to allude to 
the “deep discontent which has 
seized wide circles of the population, 
and said that the principal reason 
was the pressure of the terrible four 
vears of war with all the depriva- 
tions and sufferings brought in its 
wake and the sacrifice imposed on 
a!l classes, all families, and, more or 
less, on every individual. 

“T have nv intention of trying to 
diminish this pressure by words,” he 
continued, but. gentlemen, if this 
discontent is influenced by our pres- 
ent military situation, bv events on 
the western front, I must, without 
desiring to anticipate a statement 
which we may expect from a repre- 
sentative of the War Ministry. de- 
clare most emphatically that it far 
exceeds justifiable limits.” 

FAILURE ADMITTED. 


Count von Hertling admitted that 
the last German offensive was un- 
successful and that it had been nec- 
essary to withdraw to the Siegfried 
line. 

“The situation its grave.“ he added. 
“but we have no cause to be faint- 
heorted. We have already had to 
pass through harder times.” 

The Chancellor instanced the fall- 
ure of the Verdun offensive, the 
Bomme battles and Brusilioff’s mass 
nesaults, bringing in their train the 
well-remembered unfavorable reac- 
tlor on the Austro-Italian front. 
Then came Rumania’s entry into the 
war. 

“We never lost courage,” he sald, 
“but showed our enemies what a 
resolute will to victory could do. 

“How do things stand now? We 
have peace with Russia and Ruma- 
nia, and, even though conditions in 
Russia are not yet clear and the fu- 
ture appears uncertain, nevertheless 
the former menace from two sides 
has disappeared and a considerable 
part of our men of the eastern army 
ean be employed in the west.” 

CHANCELLOR ATTENDS. 


The sitting of the Main Committee 
of the Reichstag was attended by 
the imperial Chancellor, Admiral 
Von Hintze, the Foreign Secretary 
and other secretaries of state.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—

000,000 men between 18 and 45 
years of age, who registered 
September 12, probably will not 
be held before next week. Ok- 
ficials had hoped to fix a dete 
late this week, but this plan is 
understood to have been aban- 
doned in order that additional 
time may be given local boards 
to correct any errors made in 
assigning serial numbers to the 
registrants. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—War 
Department officials, including the 
General Staff, have approved plans 
to make the school boys from 16 to 
18, both a military factor and an 
industrial aid. Aj) high school boys 
are to be enrolled voluntarily in the 
boys’ working reserve, civen a dis- 
tinctive gray cadet uniform and al- 
lowed to go to school, part of the 
a and aid in industry pert of the 

me. 

While they are tn school they will 
master the elements of military 
science and perfect the modern mili- 
tary drill under army officers. Five 
thousand officers will be needed for 
this work and at first retired officers 
will be used. Later invalided of- 
ficers back from the fror: will be 
used to augment the teaching of the 
recruits. 

So many boys and young men 
have left the high schools to enter 
the different mills‘ and factories that 
some steps are necessary to ineure 
a Supply of technical and educated 
boys and young men for the future. 
Therefore the government has hit on 
this plan of combining preparedness 
education and part time industry to 
round out the work of boys two and 
three years under the present draft 


age. 

So-called vestibuled echools where 
the boys go to school part of the 
day and work the other part will be 
wtilized in some cases ahd in others 
boys will take emergency short 
courses in schoo] and concentrate in 
a few months a whole year's work 
in essentials and military prepara- 
tion, working in some essential in- 
‘Qstry or on farms or ranches dur- 
ing the remaining portion of the 


ear. 

Official announcement to this et- 
fect will be forthcoming in a short 
time. 

ASKS LAWYERS FREE ADVICE. 

Lawyers of the country are urged 
by Provost-Marshal-General Crowder 
today to consider it a riotic duty 
to throw open their ces for free 
advice to registrants in filling out 
questionnaires now being sent to 
men of the 19 to 36 classes of the 
new draft. 

“Registrants should be free,“ said 
Gen. Crowder, “te go into any law 
office and there freely receive the 
same attention and consideration 
which the lawyer would give t> any 
client.” 

Gen. Crowder also appealed to 
registrafits to speed up the work of 
classification by indicating in the 
questionnaires whether they have a 
claim for exemption on the grounds 
of dependency or employment in an 
essentia!] industry or occupation. 

Draft boards have the right and 
are expected to grant deferred classi- 
ication on the facts set down jn the 
questionnaire, but Gen. Crowder be- 
Neves a definite asbertion on part of 
me registrant would result in sav- 
ing much time. 

“The claimant should indicate ev- 
ery claim for deferred classification,” 
Gen. Crowder explained, even though 
his claim of deferment in a less- 
Jeferred class may seem inconsistent 
with his claim of deferment in a 
more-deferred class. He is not Um- 
ited to one claim for deferred classi- 
fication. 

In other words, if a man is em- 
Ployed in a nonessential industry 
and is an essential employee of that 
particular industry he should so state 
in his questionnaire regardless of 
the fact that he might be morally 
certain he would be given deferred 
Classification by reason of being the 
sole support of wife and children. 
He should not make the industria! 
or occupational claim, however, un- 
less he believes he has a legitimate 
right to make it.” 

LIBERAL TO OLDER MEN. 
Gen. Crowder quoted portions of 
the new regulations on dependency 
deferments to show that draft boards 
will be more liberal with the older 
men than the men of the first draft. 
The present plan,” he said, “is 
designed by the creation of several 
classes, arranged in the order of 
their availability for military serv- 
ice, to defer the induction into the 
army of registrants on whom other 
persons are mainly dependent for 
support until persons without ac- 
tual dependents have been called. 
“There are certain conditions of 
dependency which it is advisable to 
recognize to a fuller extent than 
others. The present classification is 
designed to afford the maximum of 
protection to dependents ‘consistent 
with the military necessity of the 
nation.” 

Gen. Crowder made a direct ap- 
peal to registrants to make claim 
for deferred classification on the 
questionnaire if entitled to it, and 
not to put additional work on the 
local beard by making il-consid- 
ered waivers. 

EFFECT OF DRAWING. 

(RY 4. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Since 
men between 19 and 36 are to be the 
first called to the colors, the draw- 
ing will have less effect upon deter- 
mining the order of the call than 
did that for the nearly 1,000,000 
men who turned 21 before 
June 5. 

Order numbers for all the 13,- 
000,000 men will be drawn, but 
youths of 18 and men between 36 
and 465 will not be classified until 
the boards have given claasifications 
to all the men between 19 and 36 
who are the first to receive their 
questionnaires. 

In the meantime many of the 19 to 
36 classes will have been inducted 
into service.

eral. Attendance of at least one 
member of the advisory board dur- 
ing all sittings of the local boards 
was urged. 

The obligation resting upon the 
registrant to see that he receives 
hig questionnaire in time to make 
returns within the specified seven 
days is emphasized in the manual, 
which points out that the registrant 
can guard against delay by consult- 
ing the daily record of question- 
naires mailed out at the office of the 
local board. 

FORBIDS MEDICAL COERCION. 

Representatives of the Volunteer 
Medical Service Corps throughout 
the country and State Committee of 
the Council of National Defense 
were notified today that no form of 
coercion should be used to bring 
physicians into the army or navy 
or the Volunteer Medical Service 
Corps. 

In a joint letter, Edward P.

GOVERNMENT TO 
STABILIZE WAGE 


Measures to Enforce Labor 
Agreements Planned. 


— 


Employers and Officials Meet 
to Discuss Idea. 


Tentative Approval of Method 
Given by Workers. 


(SY Ar. NiGuT 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—The 
government is about to adopt meas- 
ures to enforce stability of wages 
during the war. Plans under dis- 
cussion between representatives of 
manufacturers and labor and offi- 
cials of the War and Navy depart- 
ments charged with letting enormous 
contracts, it was learned today, pro- 
vide for a nation-wide system of 
community or. industry agreements, 
in which both employees and em- 
ployers will participate and which 
will be enforced for the agreement 
period through government priority 
power, or labor employment pres- 
eure. 

This plan has received tentative 
approval of representatives of manu- 
facturers and labor interests and 
will be discussed further tomorrow 
with a delegation from the National 
Industrial Conference Board. 

It became known today that «a 
number of government | agencies 


Ping Board, ar Labor Policies 
Board and others—probably will be 
co-ordinated under a new commit- 
tee of representatives from each. 
One of the principal reasons for this 
action is to facilitate the enforce- 
ment of the government's wage 
stabilizing policy. 

For their part manufacturers will 
be called on to pay no more and 
no less than the standard scale and 
workmen will be asked to abide by 
the scale without threats of strike 
or other labor disturbance. It 
manufacturers refuse to pay stand- 
ard wages or pay more and thereby 
unsettle the community conditions, 
they might find their supplies of 
fuel and materials cut off through 
priorities orders. If labor organiza- 
tienes violate the agreement their 
members would de barred from 
seeking work through employment 
agencies, all of which now are gov- 
ernment-contro *

FOURTH LOAN 
SIX BILLIONS 


Official Announcement Made 
by Treasury Department. 


Bonds to Pay Four and Quar- 
ter Per Cent. Interest. 


Four Hundred Million ‘Asked 
in San Francisco District. 


(ev A WIGHT 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24. — The 
American people will be asked to 
subscribe in the three weeks begin- 
ning next Saturday the greatest loan 
in all history. 

The Treasury Department an- 
nounced tonight that the amount 
of this, the fourth Liberty Loan, will 
be $6,000,000,000. The bonds will 
bear (K per cent. interest and wil! 
mature in twenty years, with the 
government reserving the right to 
pay them in fifteen years, if it elects. 

In making public these final de- 
tails of the loan, the Treasury also 
gave out the quotas each Federa! 
Reserve District is expected to sub- 
scribe and from which will be fig- 
ured the share of each State, coun- 
ty, city and hamlet. Apportion- 
ments for States and smaller sub- 
divisions will be worked out by d- 
trict organizations and announced 
soon. 

In assigning quotas, the Treasury 
took into consideration unusual con- 
ditions either of prosperity or of 
business hardships, as well as the 
banking resources of each district. 

NEW YORK HEADS LIST. 

New York, with tts big financial 
interests and corporations headquar- 
ters, is asked to raise $1,800,000,000, 
or 30 per cent. of the total. 

The Chicago district quota is 
placed at 14% per cent., and Dallas, 
partly because of recent droughts in 
the Southwest, is asked for only 
21-10 per cent.

M'ADOO STARTS DRIVE. 


Secretary McAdoo of the Treas- 
ury Department, launched the loan 
campaign by a speech tonight in 
New York, where he outlined the 
government's planes for the drive. 

Asserting that without this vast 
sum “we cannot lick the Kaiser.” 
the Secretary made a special appeal 
for the subscriptions of corporations 
and wealthy individuals, as returns 
from the third Liberty Loan ind! 
cated that wealthy corporations and 
persons of large means had not re- 

nded “commensurately with their 
abilities to help.” He pointed out 
that of the 18,900,000 Americans 
who subscribed for the last loan 
only 22,600, including corporations, 
bought bonds in excess of $10,000. 

“It would be preposterous,” he 
sald. “to say that there are only 
22.500 men, women and corporations 
America die to lend more than 
$10,000 each to thelr government in 
Liberty Bonds.” 


DENOUNCES SWINDLERS. 


Mr. McAdoo aleo condemned the 
practice of “swindlers and unscrupu- 
lous and unpatriotic people, who, 
contrary to the urgent request of 
the Treasury Department, had in- 
duced holders of Liberty Bonds to 
exchange them for stocks or invest- 
ments of doubtful value.” 

He pointed out that these opera- 
tions forced the treasury to buy the 
bonds thus thrown upon the market 
in order to protect the market and 
the credit of the government. 

Applauded by a crowd which filled 
Carnegie Hall, Mr. McAdoo said, in 


“The treasury of the United States 
asks the American people to sub- 
scribe to the fourth Liberty Loan 
$6,000,000,000. This money is need- 
ed to carry on the war. We cannot 
lick the Kaiser without it. We can- 
not restore peace to the world and 
re-establish liberty and democracy 
without it. 

“The huge amounts expended by 
America in this war are not wholly 
used for destructive purposes. Great 
sume are used for constructive work 
which will be of permanent value to 
the American people. 

“We are building a great merchant 
marine. Upon completion it will be 
the largest, most efficient and mod- 
ern merchant fleet in the world. Our 
commerce after the war will be fa- 
cilitated by these great national un- 
dertakings, and the money used for 
these purposes is an investment of 
immeasurable value to the American 


e. 
LOANS TO ALLIES. 


“The loans to the Allied govern- 
ments are represented by obligations 
of great nations who will in time 
repay them. Out of the $30,000,000,- 
000 of appropriations made by 
gress for the fiscal year 1919, it is 

robable that $8,.000,000,000 to 
9,000,000, %% will represent loans to 
the Alliea governments and expendi- 
tures for ships, shipyards, docks, 
wharves and other facilities which 
will be salvaged to the American 
people.” 

Asserting that “ should 
buy bonds,” Mr. McAdoo continued: 

“Wages and salaries are higher 
in America today than ever before 
in ite history. Those who spend 
everything they earn are not only 
living in a fool's paradise, but they 
are doing a grievous injustice to 
their country. Every dollar saved 
now and invested in Liberty Bonds 
will be worth much more when peace 
comes again. 

“What we must do in America is 
to keep the pressure hich. Now 
that we have the Kaiser and his bru- 
tal hordes on the run, let us not re- 
lax effort but intensify effort. 

“No man can shirk his duty with- 
out incurring the just reprehension 
of public opinion,” concluded the 


secretary. 

The seventh and probably last e- 
sue of certificates of indebtedness 
preceding the fourth Liberty Loan, 
announced tonight by the Treasury 
department, will be for 500,000,000. 
dated October 1, maturing January 
30, bearing 4% per cent. interest 
and having the same term as similar 
issues.

BATTLE SUMMARY 


(Continued from First Page.) 


at Selency, a scant two miles 
from the western outskirts of 
St. Quentin. Around Epehy and 
farther north in the Cambrai 
sector, the British positions in 
front of the Hindenburg line 
have been bettered. In Flan- 
ders the British have recap- 
tured a portion of their old 
trench system south of Ypres. 

All along the 100-mile front 
in Macedonia from the region 
north of Monastir to Lake 
Dotran, the entire Entente 
armies have pressed further 
forward against the demoral- 
ized Bulgarians and Germans, 
whose reinforcements have not 
been able to stiffen the line for 
a face- about. 

North of Monastir, the im- 
portant strategic position of 
Prilep has been occupied, thus 
giving control of the nu 
merous roads radiating from it 
to the French cavalry; in the 
center the Serbians have pushed 
their wedge further in between 
the enemy's western and east- 
ern armies, while on the en- 
treme eastern flank the British 
and Greeks have advanced along 
both sides of the Vardar to «a 
depth averaging about ten miles 
over a front of twenty miles. 
Nowhere are the Entente com- 
manderse permitting the Bul- 


troops, who are harassing them 
vigorously. 


FOE FACES CALAMITY. 


Bo badly has the 100-mile line 
been penetrated or battered that 
immediate dire calamity seem- 
ingly faces the enemy unless he 
ie fleet enough of foot to out- 
distance the Allies on the wings 
of the drive and reconstitute his 
front to the north with its cen- 
ter resting possibly on Uskub 
or thereabouts. Even if such 
a maneuver is possible doubtless 
it would be necessary for the 
enemy to straighten his line 
westward through Albania to 
the Adriatic Sea. 

That the Allied flanks are 
moving swiftly to prevent the 
separated armies from joining 
up is indicated in the capture 
of Prilep and the advance of 
the British to the north of Lake 
Dotran. These maneuvers point 
to an attempt at rolling up 
movements of great proportions 
by the Allies. 

In Palestine the British on 
the coast have taken the im- 
portant towns of Haifa and 
Acre, while east of the Jordan 
the Turks are everywhere in re- 
treat, hard pressed by the Brit- 
ish and the tribesmen of the 
King of the Hedjas. Inside the 
big sack, the neck of which 
was sewn up by the British in 
their initial drive, many more 
prisoners have been taken, and 
the aggregate now greatly ex- 
ceeds the 25,000 officially re- 
ported. 

FEAR AMERICANA. 

That the Germans, even 
though the weather conditioas 
preclude infantry activity, and 
fearful that the Americans an- 
ticipate a further attack is in- 
dicated by their almost continu- 
ous bombardment of the Ameri- 
can positions with heavy gune 
along the Lorraine front. 

In the Far East the Allies 
have been victorious over the 
Bolshevik forces and the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian prisoners of war. 
The city of Blagovestchersk, on 
the Amur River, 376 miles west 
of Khaborovek, has been taken 
Dy the Allien Since Chita was 
wreeted from the Bolehevik!, the 
Allies have mowed eastward 125 
miles and occupied the city of 
Nerchinsk. 


FRANCE AND AMERICA 
PLEDGE TO WIN WAR.

AMBASSADOR PRESENTS SEN- 
ATE WITH VASE FROM 
HIS NATION. 


(BY A. MIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.——Deter- 
mination of America and the Allies 
to use only the argument of force 
until militarism shall have been for- 
ever crushed was emphasized in ad- 
dresses delivered today in the Sen- 
ate by Ambassador Jusserand of 
France and Vice-President Marshall. 


The vccasion was the presentation 
of vases to the Senate by the French 
government in appreciation of the 
reception accorded to the French 
mission that came to welcome Amer- 
ica inte the war. 

Ambassador Jusserand said the 
free nations are in the war “until 
the last gun is fired,” so as to “make 
rood for the world the American 
declaration of independence.” 

Mr. Marshall sald America was 
determined to fight on, net only to 
avenge the wrongs done to France 
and other nati but until “Bethie- 
hem shall prevail over Begin.” 

In the galleries were members of 
the French og Legion, while 
friends of the ench President's 
family occupied the executive sec- 


on. 
A committee of Senators escorted 
Ambassador Jusserand to the ros- 
trum beside Mr. Marshall. In clos- 
address the Ambassador 
epoke of the unsual honor accorded 
him in being given the privilege of 
addressing the Senate. Members 
and attaches said they believed it 
was the first time that the Ambae- 
sador of a foreign country had ad 
dressed the body. 

Addresses of both Ambassador Jus- 
serand and the Vice-President were 
received with unsual demonstration.

Twenty-three Thousand Cases 
in Army Reported. 


Massachusetts Starts Measures 
to Check Disease.

NEW YORK, Sept. 24.—Thirty- 
seven deaths and more than 200 new 
cases of Spanish influenza and pneu- 
monia were reported today in this 
city and near-by army camps. All! 
the deaths were those of soldiers and 
110 of the new cases developed 
among military or naval men. 

At Camp Dix thirty-six men died 
today, bringing the number of deaths 
to ninety-eix. One death and forty- 
three new cases were reported at 
Camp Milla. 

In this city fifty sallors, eight ma- 


taken to hospitals suffering from in- 
fluenza. 
Nearly 8000 new cases of Spanish 
influenza in army camps had been 
reported to the office of the Sur- 
geon-Genera!l of the army today, in- 
creasing the total number of cases 
to nearly 23,000. 
Deaths reported were 112, due 
chiefly to pneumonia, which followed 
influenza. The total of pneumonia 
cases was $90 for all camps. 
The total number of cases at Camp 
Devens is now placed at 10,789. Ex- 
perts have been sent to Camp Devens 
to study conditions there in an et- 
fort to combat the disease. 
CRISIS IN MASSACHUSETTS. 
A FP. NIGHT een! 
BOSTON, Sept. 24.—The serious- 
ness of the epidemic of influenza in 
thig State was emphasized in a proc- 
lamation from the Governor's office 
tonight suggesting measures 
for meeting the situation. The 
proclamation eaid in part: 
It ia earnestly requestec that ev- 
ery one who has had medical or 
nursing experience, or who can as- 
sist in any Way, communicate with 
the Commissioner of Health at the 
State House, so that he will have in- 
formation to enable him to mobilize 
the entire medical and nursing re- 
sources of the commonweaith. 
“I would suggest that the Fuel 
Administration throughout the 
commonwealth consider revising the 
existing orders pertaining to the 
utilization of coal, so that the pub- 
lic health may be protected in this 
emergency. 
“The greatest precaution should 
also be taken in buildings where 
our citizens gather to labor, for re- 
freshment or social intercourse, and 
in the steam and streets cars. 
“If we shall use the most extreme 
care, avold useless exposure, follow 
painstakingly the advice which will 
be issued from time to time, the 
epidemic will be short lived.”

They are reported to 
have been included in the late im- 
portations of cotton pickers and 
miners, and are reported, by friend- 
ly Mexicans, to have been paid by 
German agents to raise trouble in 
Arizona, to cut down the supply of 
copper and cotton. They are being

The authorities view the threats 
with confidence, but have taken 
measures to put down 3 disor- 
ders. There are available about 400 
well-armed police reserves, which 
will be sent anywhere in the county 
at need. Among the trouble raisers 
are a number of Mexican members 
of the IW. W., several of whom have 
been named as printers and dis- 
tributers of the late unavailing strike 
order. The dupes have been assured 
by their leaders that the State ad- 
ministration is back of them.

Space Need. 


When the American Expe- 
@itionary Forces receive their 
Christmas packages this year 
they will think that the folks 
at home have favored all of 
them with boxes of candy. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
has been officially informed 
that the size of holiday pack- 
ages for soldiers and saltlors 
in service on foreign soil this 
year will be nine inches long, 
four inches wide and three 
inches deep. Restriction as to 
size of parcels is necessary be- 
cause the government needs 
the maximum amount of car- 
go space at all times for the 
transportation of supplies, 

Packages may be filled with 
tokens from various members 
of a family, but they must be 
forwarded by the intended 
recipient's next of kin and 
must be placed in transit 
through the medium of the 
Red Cross. All such parcels 
must be sent not later than 
November 15. 
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Being alone in. the city Miss 
Schuelite felt that she needed the 
advice of some one and she con- 
sulted City Mother Gilbert.

| BIG CITRUS CROP COMING. 


In anticipation of a heavy navet 
[Ret crop this winter, citrus 
packing-house managers in this sec- 
tion are engaging units of the Wom- 
en's Land Army to assist in picking 
the fruit. The first organization to 
take this step was the Ontarto- 
Cucamonga Fruit Exchange at On- 
tarlo. Manager Dj E. Myers states 
that he has engaged twerty-five 
women for the fruit picking sea- 
ron. 

The idea of having women pick 
oranges and lemons is something 
absolutely new. Heretofore the 


picking gangs have been rade up of 
Japanese, Mexicans, Hindus and 
white men, but farm labor has be- 
come So scarce that the citrus grow 
ers must now employ farnierettes or 
leave the fruit hanging ‘pen the 


trees. Pomona Valley frult men ex- 
press the belief that the innovation 
will be a complete succeas. 

Reports from the many citrus- 
frowing districts this week indi- 
cate that the forthcoming harvest 
will be fully 75 per cent. of a normal 
crop. The customary “June drop” 
reduced the visible suppiy of navela 
in seme localities to about a 60 per 
cent. prospect. but other districts 
will likely meke up for the shortage. 

In the event that a 75 per cent 
crop is gathered the financial resu! 
will doubtless be gratifying, because 
this year with a crop ranging fron 
10 to 50 per cent. of normal produc. 
tion the growers netted about three- 
fourths as much money as they 80 
for their fruit in 1916, which was 
the banner year in the history of 
citrus crowing, both from standpoint 


of production and net return. The 


retail value of the 1917 crop was 
$68,277,000.

UNION FAILS TO | 
TIE UP BAKERY. 


— — — 


Men Walk Out, but Bread is 
Made Just the Same. 


Pay Satisfactory; Employees 
Wanted “Recognition.” 
Open-Shop Policy to go on, 
Company Declares. 


When sixteen bakers, without noti- 
fication, failed to report for their 
regular work at the plant of the 
Pradford Baking Company on un- 
day morning, they evidently ex- 
pected that the plant would have to 
shut down; but they reckoned un- 
wisely. The men presented no 4e- 
mands for higher wages or shorter 
hours. It is said that their action 
was simply for the purpose of forc- 
ing a recognition of the union 
which is directly in violation of the 


declarations of the War Labor 
— and the President's proclama- 
on. 

The Bradford company was pay- 
ing the regular union scale of wages 
and maintaining an eight-hour 
schedule, but it has maintained an 
open shop. It ts sald that the uricn- 
labor agitators picked upon this 
concern aa the one upon which to 
concentrate their efforts. and that 
every non-union man there has been 
dogged for days for the purpose ef 
getting him into the baker’s union. 

When officers of the baking 
rned that the men did 
not int to report for work, they 
skirmished sround and filled the 
places in such short order that the 
regular baking for the day was got- 
ten out on time. ince then the ‘Irm 
has gone ahead with its full quota 
of output and Mr. Bradford de- 
clares there will be ne surrender to 
the union.
